1% Editor 
The Standard, 
Dear Sir: 

The Hon. Jas G. Gardiner is asking 
for a reduction in wheat acreage of 
10 percent for the coming year. He 
requests instead of wheat a larger 
coarse grain and livestock production. 

Food authorities intorm us that the 
need for food in Europe is bad indeed, 
to say nothing of the need in Asia 
where the shortage is even more acute 
An acre put into wheat will feed four 
times as many people as will the same 
acre sown to coarse grains, and where 
the coarse grains are fed to livestock. 

Russia a short time ago hurled some 
extremely sharp criticisms at the Un- 
ited States and Canada, because these 
countries last year fed so much grain 
to livestock instead of making the 
grain itself available to hungry people 
of the world. 

A dispatch from Vienna tells us 
that unless considerable assistance is 
given to Austria, that country will be 
unable to avoid real famine in 1947. 

Considering the urgent need for 
more world food, can Canada justify a 
reduction in wheat acreage, which cer- 
tainly must result in smaller supplies 
of total food being available for a 
hungry world?. This is the point to 
which it seems the Dominion Provinc- 
ial Conference now sitting will have to 
give most serious thought.
